LESSON NUMBER ONE 


The secret of dancing, as of any 
other art—is practice. The ‘‘ Har- 
old Teen Hop,’’ which I have 
chosen for the steps of the prin- 
cipal dance in ‘‘Harold Teen’’ 
has a combination of seven steps 
which will form an interesting 
routine for the student of dancing. 
It is neither: difficult nor intricate 
and anyone should be able to fol- 
low my explanations of the differ- 
ent steps without difficulty. 

Do your practicing in front of 


a mirror—full length if at all pos- 
sible. You will find you make much 
more rapid progress than is pos- 
sibe without its aid. You should 
practice two hours a day, master- 
ing each step before you try the 
next one. Cut out each lesson and 
the illustrations of steps and po- 
sitions, preserving it for ready 
reference. 

Now let’s go—the first step is 
a straight tap step. 

See position No. 1—it’s a for- 
ward tap with the right foot. 


Then a back step with the same 
foot, as shown in position No. 2. 
Next, a hop on the right foot, as 
illustrated in Position No. 3. Now 
tap forward with the left foot, 
down with the left foot on a tap 
and down with the right foot in 
the same manner. 

Repeat this movement, starting 
with the left foot instead of the 
right. The complete step consists 
of this movement six times, alter- 
nating with each foot at the start.

LESSON NUMBER TWO 


If you have mastered the first 
lesson in the ‘‘ Harold Teen Hop’’ 
which I described yesterday, you 
are ready for the second lesson, 
which is also a tap step. 

The second step is preceded by 
a ‘‘break,’ a series of transitional 
steps which enable the dancer to 
glide gracefully from one step in- 
to the next. It is quite simple 
and is done by bringing the right 
foot forward in a tap, then the 
left foot forward in a similar tap, 
and repeat this six times. From 


this, the student is ready to go in- 
to the second step. 

The left foot crosses over the 
right, then hop to the left foot 
with the right foot back. 

Come back on the right foot as 
the left goes into the air. (See 
Position No. 4) Now bring the 
left foot down to a tap. (See Po- 
sition No. 5) 

The right foot then crosses be- 
hind the left, and you hop to the 
right foot with the left foot back 
(see Position No. 6) Now come 
down with the right foot in a tap 


(see Position No. 7) and repeat 
the entire step twice from begin- 
ning to end. 

Master the two steps we have 
taken up so far, by practicing 
each separately until you have 
learned to do them correctly. Then 
practice them in combination until 
you can go through them smooth- 
ly. 
Watch the position of the hands, 
as illustrated. Learn to use your 
hands naturally for balance. Your 
rhythm will be improved.

Acrobatic Stunts 
Not Dancing, Says 
“Harold Teen’’ Star 





A dancer may be an acrobat, 
and an acrobat may be able to 
dance, but acrobatics are not dane- 
ing, and there is a distinct dif- 
ference between eccentric ‘‘hoof- 
ing’’ and ‘‘ground tumbling,’’ de- 
clares Hal LeRoy, recognized as 
America’s finest male dancer, 
whose series of six lessons in tap 
dancing is now running in these 
columns, 


LeRoy sprang into instant fame 
when his marvelously nimble feet 
first appeared on a Broadway 
stage, and in a succession of riot- 
ous successes in musical comedies, 
including the Ziegfeld Follies and 
‘*Strike Me Pink,’’ the 20 year 
old youth became a_ recognized 
star of such magnitude that he 
was drafted by Warner Bros. to 
appear in the all star production 
‘*Wonder Bar,’’ and immediately 
thereafter was starred in ‘‘ Harold 
Teen,’’ an exeruciatingly funny 
drama built around the characters 
of Carl Ed’s famous comic strip, 
which will open at the .................... 
theatre here: on c....6c:..........0 


Despite his~youth and his sue- 
cess, LeRoy takes his art very 
seriously. To him a dance routine 
requires as careful planning and 
as much thought as the outlines on 
an artist’s canvas or the plot of 
a novel. 


‘Strangely enough, dancing was 
the second method of self expres- 
sion known to mankind,’’ LeRoy 
says. ‘‘Primitive man, finding it 
necessary to demonstrate his feel- 
ings by some outward expression, 
picked up a stick and began beat- 
ing on some resonant substance, 
probably a conch shell. The beat- 
ings assumed a rhythmic quality 
and it is reasonable to suppose 
that in a very short time some 
one else, inspired by the tum-tum- 
ing leaped to his feet, the rhythm 
went to his legs, he stamped on 
the ground, threw back his head 
and the first tap dance in the 
world began. 


‘‘A few years ago, as time is 
reckoned theatrically, troupes of 
acrobats discovered that the or- 
chestra aided their timing and 
created added interest to their 
acts, and occasionally in between 
stunts, one of the acrobats did a 
little foot shuffling. 


“Tt quickly followed that me- 
diocre dancers, who could turn a 
cart wheel or do a flip-flop added 
one or more of these stunts to 
their routine, and a so called ath- 
letie dance was created.’’ 


LeRoy, who is the acknowledged 
greatest male dancer since the 
death of the late Jack Gallagher, 
knows no royal road to terpsicho- 
rean heights. 


In his series of lessons on tap 
dancing, which are now being pub- 
lished by this newspaper he illus- 
trates and explains a series of easy 
steps which he calls the ‘‘ Harold 
Teen Hop,’’ and which he has 
taken from the routine of his prin- 
cipal dance in the Warner Bros. 
screen comedy of that name. 


While he says the steps are easy 
to learn, LeRoy insists that at 
least two hours of practice each 
day is necessary. 


LeRoy himself practices from 8 
to 10 hours daily when preparing 
new routines, and before his 
Broadway debut spent the entire 
day, for months, working on his 
steps to the music of a portable 
phonograph. 








How To Be a Tap Dancer 
Taught in 6 Easy Lessons

LESSON NUMBER THREE 


The third step in the ‘‘ Harold 
Teen Hop’’ is a glide. It is my 
own adaptation to a tap-dance 
routine of the Charleston glide, 
and I have frequently found it 
extremely valuable as part of a 
dance routine. 


In doing the glide, the hands 
play an even more important 
part than ordinarily. Study the 
two positions illustrated with to- 
day’s lesson and you will see 
what I mean. 


The glide begins as the right 
foot slides in front of the left, 
the hands swung across the body 
to the left (see Position No. 8). 

Then change the position, slid- 
ing the left foot in front of the 
right, with the hands swinging 








naturally to the right across the 
body. (See Position No. 9). 

This is repeated six times. 

Though this third step is sim- 
pler in some ways than the first 
two steps we have taken up, it 
requires just as faithful practice 
to become proficient in it. 

In the first lesson, I recom- 
mended two hours of daily prac- 
tice. This is the least amount 
of time one should give to these 
steps. 

The more time one gives to 
practicing, the more rapid prog- 
ress will be made. Don’t let a 
day pass without at least two 
hours of practice. Make it a rule 
and a habit to go through the 
steps every day and, if possible, 
at the same hour.

LESSON NUMBER FOUR 


The fourth step in the ‘‘ Harold 
Teen Hop,’’ is a smart step, full 
of style and action. 


As the right foot comes into the 
first position of the step (see Posi- 
tion No. 10) give a straight down 
tap. The right foot comes in and 
then out. 

Now change to the left foot, 
and go into the same straight 
downward tap. (See Position No. 
11) 

Repeat this six times to round 
out the entire fourth step. 





Wear light loose clothing, a polo 
shirt and light dancing shoes. 

After you have become proficient 
in dancing, you will feel so com- 
pletely at ease that you can dance 
without difficulty in the most for- 
mal costume. 


I have found the use of a black- 
board helpful. Some find it easier 
to study a new step after making 
a diagram of it. Work the step 
out from its description in these 
lessons, and when it is perfectly 
clear in diagram, it will be much 
easier to put it into practice.

LESSON NUMBER FIVE 

The fifth step in the ‘‘ Harold 
Teen Hop,’’ is one of the most 
ambitious and intricate steps in 
the routine, but also one of the 
prettiest to watch, when well done. 


Begin with the left foot carry- 
ing the weight of the body, the 
right foot out and to the side 
(see Position No. 12) and poised 
on the toe. 

Come back now on the heel of 
the right for a cramp roll, as this 
is called, and a toe-heel beat with 
the right foot, twice in rapid suc- 
cession. 


Now change to the opposite posi- 





tion. The right foot is back and 
carrying the weight, the left foot 
out and to the side, poised on 
the toe. (See Position No. 13) 

The same cramp roll, now, with 
the right foot, together with the 
toe-heel beat. 

Repeat this routine four times. 

Between the fifth step and the 
sixth, which we shall take up 
tomorrow, we have another 
‘‘break,’’ as between Steps One 
and Two. 

This is known as the ‘‘ Charles- 
ton Break.’’ 

The Charleston break is simply 
a hop on the left foot, with the 
tight one back, then change to a 


hop on the right foot with the 
left one back. This, repeated four 
times, constitutes the break, and 
you are ready to go right into the 
sixth step of the Hop. 


Tomorrow in the final lesson of 
the series, I will give you the sixth 
and seventh steps together. 


By this time, those of you who 
have been practicing daily should 
have mastered at least the first 
four steps of the routine and be 
familiar enough with the funda- 
mental principles of tap-dancing, 
balance and rhythm to take up 
the last two without difficulty.

The sixth and seventh steps of 
the Harold Teen Hop form a bril- 
liant and effective conclusion to 
the entire dance routine.

The right foot goes into the air 
as the dancer hops on his left 
foot. (See Position No. 15) 


Now bring the left foot down, 
and come into a wing step with 
the right foot. 

Change the position now, left 
foot in the air as you hop on the 
right foot, then bring the right 
foot down and come into a wing

No. 16) 


This routine is repeated six 
times. 


The seventh step is a rapid toe- 
and-heel beat. 


The weight of the body, in this 
step, is on the left foot, with the 
right foot in the air behind the 
left. (See Position No. 17) 


Now tap alternately with the 
left heel and the right toe, for 
eight rapid beats. 


In these seven steps which we 
have been studying for the past 
six days, you have a well-rounded 
and diversified dance routine.

Having once mastered the Har- 
old Teen Hop, you can go on and 
work out elaborations on the vari- 
ous steps, or independent dance 
routines of your own. The crea- 
tion of new steps or new combina- 
tions of already familiar ones you 
will find a fascinating thing as you 
become more familiar with your 
possibilities as a dancer. 

The ability to dance is a uni- 
versal one. Everyone has, in some 
degree, an instinctive sense of 
rhythm. How good a dancer of 
any kind you become depends, 
more than anything else, on your 
willingness to practice, work hard, 
perservere, and on your ability to 
fight off discouragement.

LTHOUGH millions of people throughout the world are 
familiar with ‘‘Harold Teen’’ of comic strip fame, and 
many more are shortly to know the fellow through the 

Warner Brothers. picturization of the same character, very 
little is generally known about Card Ed, Harold’s creator. 

The ‘‘man behind the pen’’ of one of the most popular 

cartoons of our time was born in Moline, Illinois on July 16, 


1890, and christened Car] Frank 
Ludwig Ed, (pronounced Eéd) the 
two middle names being more or 
less discarded when he entered the 
whirl of the newspaper business. 

Carl, son of John and Eve Ed, 
was educated at the Moline High 
School and Augustana College of 
Rock Island, Illinois. On June 19, 
1911 Carl Ed was married to EI- 
len Margaret Schwack of Rock 
Island. They have one child, a 
daughter named Donna Jean. 

Upon completion of his college 
edueation, Carl Ed became asso- 
ciated with the Rock Island Ar- 
gus, resigning as City Editor of 
that newspaper in 1917 to become 
affiliated with a commercial print- 
ing company. Later he joined the 
staff of the Chicago Evening 
American as a sports cartoonist, 
and in 1918 introduced ‘‘ Harold 
Teen’’ to the readers of the Chi- 
eago Tribune, with which news- 
paper he is still engaged. 


Public Forced Renewal 


The strip had a tough time in 
its infancy. Nobody thought much 
of it. The editors had been out of 
high school a long time, and 
didn’t get it. The newsdealers, 
many of them, had never been to 
high school, and didn’t care. And 
no enraptured readers took their 
pen in hand to send either brick 
or bouquet. So after a couple of 


years (after the war, when news- 
print was scarce) The Tribune de- 
cided to drop Harold Teen—and 
did. And then The Tribune phone 
operators thought that somebody 
had dropped something on them! 
Twelve thousand telephone calls 
came in within four days, and 
four thousand letters followed. It 
seemed as if half the high-school- 
ers in Chicago were kicking. The 
following Monday morning, Mr. 
Teen and Mr. Ed came back—to 
stay and the clever cartoon became 
syndicated throughout the world 
in leading newspapers.

The sentence might have been 
a knockout blow to some aspir- 
ants to fame, but Hal took it 
without a flicker of an eyelash. 

The next morning he rented a 
small hall for $2 a day. He 


moved in with a portal’’-vie- 
trola, a bunch of orchestral rec- 
ords, and a full length mirror. 

Then he settled down to prac- 
tice. 


Hard Road te Success 


“T practiced eight hours a day 
for weeks,’ Hal went on, the 
day he told the story on the 
set of “Harold Teen.” “I’d get 
to the place at nine o’clock in 
the morning, lock myself in, keep 
at it for three hours or so, then 
go out for a light lunch. In the 
afternoon Vd come back and 
work until five-thirty or six. I 
just had to prove that guy was 
wrong, or find out what was the 
matter with me.” 


Sixteen months later, Hal Le- 
Roy had the satisfaction of see- 
ing the executive who had told 
him he was a failure, walk down 
the aisle, the night the Ziegfeld 
Follies opened, and usher his 
party into seats the dancer knew 
had cost his critics fifty dollars. 


Leading up to the Follies had 
been an engagement with “The 
Gang’s All Here,” in which Ruby 
Keeler, now a Warner star, was 
a stellar attraction. Young Le- 
Roy proved to be a show-stopper 
and the Ziegfeld contract fol- 
lowed on the heels of the sensa- 
tion he had created. Other mu- 
sical successes added to his 
youthful laurels,

She was born in that state, in Claremore, on March 6th, 
1914, of non-professional parents.

days in Claremore and Oklahoma 
City High Schools, she appeared 
before clubs, societies and school 
audiences. 

After Rochelle had finished an 
intensive course in private tutor-

The State of Oklahoma, how- 
ever, had other ideas. The leg- 
islative powers of the state had 
decreed that minors were to be 
barred from the stage and that 
settled that. 


Tried to Change Laws 


It didn’t settle it in the minds 
of Rochelle and her mother. 
They went about in an effort to 
have the laws changed regarding 
minors in theatrical productions, 
but their most determined efforts 
were unavailing. 

It was only when they had 
failed after exhaustive attempts 
at legislative changes that Ro- 
chelle and her mother looked to 
other fields. Hollywood beckoned. 

Mother~and daughter arrived 
in Hollywood in July of 1930. 
An agent asked Rochelle her am- 
bitions and when he heard her 
exclaim, “The stage!” he inquired 
why had she come to Hollywood.

“When the examination was 
over,” said Hal, “he told me that 
my heart-beat was absolutely nor- 
mal and my respiration equally 
80.”
